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considerable distinction in his profess 
sion, an opportunity occurred to rev 
turn the kindness in a way that repaid 
her a hundred fold. 

A man was murdered at a camp* 
meeting near where Mra. Armstrong 
lived, and her son, quite a boy, was 
arrested as an accomplice, appearances 
being very much against him Mrs 
Armstrong was now a widow and very 
poor, so poor, indeed, that she wa 
unable to retain counsel lor her s< n 
She believed him innocent, and not 
liking the lawyer appointed by the 
court to defend him, she wrote to Lin* 
coin, relating her troubles and begging 
him to advise her what to do. 

He was very busy at that time; but 
he had not forgotten the poor woman's 
kindness when bis dear mother died, 
and he still had the old, limp copy of 
“Robinson Crusoe" to remind him ot 
that Christmas so long before. He 
came to see her, looked up the evi- 
deuce, and, believing the boy to be 
innocent, undertook t,' f defense. 

The trial was set for the last week 
in December, and the excitement was 
so great that law-abiding people fear- 
ed there would be a lynching. One 
witness testified that, by the aid of the 
brightly-shining moon, he saw the 
prisoner inflict the death blow with a 
slung-shot. By a careful cross-exam- 
ination, Mr. Lincoln succeeded in mak- 
ing the witness contradict himself, 
and in his pleading he proved him a 
perjurer, showing by the almanac that 
no moon was visible that night at the 
time the murder was committed. The 
jurymen shed tears as the kind-heart- 
ed lawyer, in his tender appeal, drew 
■ picture ol the fatherless boy, hound 
ed to death by the false witness- bear- 
ing enemy, and when the jury brought 
in a verdict of "Not guilty," the poor 
old mother fainted in her boy's arms. 
Tears streamed down Mr. Lincoln’s 
cheeks, as, lilting the poor woman up, 
he whispered words of comfort, and 
when, a little later, she asked what 
she should try to pay him, he said, 
"Why, Hannah, I shan't charge yon 
a cent. Never! Do yon think I am 
ungiateful enough to forget your 
kindness to an orphan boy? I have 
the book you gave me yet — a Christ -

You 
must be good, and some day go to 
meet her in the world above, where 
there are no tears and sighs and part 
ings," and as the kind-hearted woman 
arranged the poor little flowers that 
the boy had brought from the woods 
around the dead lace of hia motber.her 
tears fell softly into the open coffin; 
for she, too, had loved the dear moth- 
er who had only kindness in her heart 
for every living creatnre. Her own 
womanly heart went out in sympathy 
to the bereaved hnabandand children, 
especially to the little heart broken 
son, whose life had been bound up in 
that of the Idolized mother. 

What a desolate home it was, that 
irom which the saintly mother was 
that dsv carried out to her burial un- 
der the trees that surrounded the 
cabin I It was a poor kind of home, 
even for poor people, and in those 
pioneer days, when the settlers were 
content to exist on the plainest kind 
of food, and live in houses devoid of 
every luxury and wanting in almost 
every comfort and convenience now 
thought absolutely necessary. It was 
a little log-cabin, without doors or 
window glass, a dirt floor, a bed made 
of dried leaves, two or three home- 
made stools, and a rude table formed 
of logs from which even the birk bad 
not been removed. After the angel- 
mother had been laid away in the plain 
pine coffin to rest forever, the inmates 
left in the poor little home were tl}e 
lather, Thomas Lincoln, an easy going, 
good-natured man, who could neither 
read nor write ; his twelve.year.old 
daughter Sarah, s pale, sensitive girl, 
with the seeds ot consumption already 
planted in her system; and her broth- 
er, Abrsham, a tali, awkward boy of 
ten, noted for hia hour ly lace and 
sterling honesty. Unlike her husband 
Mra. Lincoln had been a fair scholar 
lor her times, and though possessing 
bat a single book in the world, the 
Bible, bad succeeded in teaching her 
boy to read, thereby imparting to him 
that love of learning through which, 
by his own exertions, he afterwards 
rose to th- highest position in the 
gift of the American people. 

Though scarcely ten years ol age at 
the time of hia mother's death, Abra- 
ham bad the Bible well-nigh by heart 
and he looked upon his gentle teacher 
as the embodiment of all the good 
precepts the Holy Book contained. 
Afterwards, when he had reached the 
zenith ol his fame, and governed thir- 
ty millions of people, he said, "All 
that I am or hope to be, I owe to my 
angel-mother. Blessings on her mem- 
oryt" The death ot this dear mother 
almost broke his heart. Day alter day 
he sat on her grave and wept. He 
could not become reconciled to the 
way she was buried, without a burial 
service; but in all that region of the 
country no one could be found capa- 
ble of conducting such a service. At 
last, nine mouths after the dear one 
had entered lile more abundant, Abra* 
ham wrote a letter to Parson Elkins, 
the good minister who had been their 
pastor in Kentucky, asking him to 
come and preach his mother's funeral 
sermon. He came, on horseback .over 
one hundred mile*, and on a bright 
Sabbath morning.when the neighbors 
from all parts of the country had gath- 
ered under the trees to hear what he 
bad to say in honor of one they all 
loved, be stood np among them, and, 
over the grave of the predons dead, 
spoke ot the virtues, of the Christlike 
life of the dear one, who, like the Sav- 
ior she followed, was not sleeping in 
thetomb.bat had risen. "It's only 
the empty casket that lies beneath," 
he said; "the gem — thesoul — released 
Irom its prison-house ot clay, has soar- 
ed upwatd, and is already in the Sav* 
ior’s immediate presence, in his keep- 
ing. For,—

boy, rememleriug her connrel while 
in life, torned to the duties devolving 
upon him. He longed to know some* 
thiaz beyond the stumps tetween 
which he planted his corn, and that 
he might satisfy hia thirst (or knowl- 
edge, be borrowed "Pilgrim's Prog* 
resa," and studied it as be bad doue 
the Bible, until he could repeat the 
greatar part of it from memory.
